Add a little boiling water when 
the fat has begun to flow, and baste 
often. Twenty minutes to the pound 
is the rule for pork, When dor.e re- 
move the meat, pour oft all but about 
four or five tablespoonfuls of the fat, 
blend in two, tablespoonfuls of flour,' 
brown it well,' adding pepper, salt and 
sage, then cold water, till a gravy of 
proper consistency is attained.

Baltimore, Jan 23 —One of the largest 
bridge ceaiiacts that has been award- 
ed in many years has bben let by tbe 
receivers of tbe Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad. In order to place the lines 
west of tha Ohio rher in proper snap* 
to handle the heaty freight equipment 
that is being used east of the river 
the receivers found it necessary to re- 
build 51 bridges between Ben wood, W. 
Va., r_nd Chicago. That the structiSw 
might be rapidly pushed to comple- 
tion it was decided to divide the work 
among three companies. Ine Youngs- 
town Bridge Company of Voungstown 
will erect 31 bridges on the Central 
Obio division between tbe Ohio river 
and Ke«ark. Ohio, the Pencojd Bridge 
Works was awarded the 11 bridges on 
the Lake Erie division. Newark 
to 


Sandusky, and the Edge Moor Bridge 
Company of Wilmington. Del., will 
erect the 9 bridges needed on the Chi- 
cago division. Tee total cost of these 
bridges is in the neighborhood of (300.- 
000 and it is expected that all will be 
in place by September. Nearlv six 
thousand tons of steel will be needed 
for the structures.
